Well, you 
were not in New York and I ion t know any place where you resarvs a table and exoact 
business people with crowds err their hands to hold it all night for acme salf-injsrtani 
sovd-ally and emotionally -immature person. Howovsr, I had reminded you at least three 
tines that we did have a reservation and would be lats and tha result was I had to stand 
20-30 minutes which is adverse to ay health to your knowledge. was not necessary that 
we be rate. You merely insisted on at for no rational or necessary reason nnd then were 
drxven to this kind ox extreme to justify it to yourself.
